A. Statistician Whose 
Job Is Romantic

ROBABLY no boy has ever 

said: “When I grow up I 
want to be a statistician.” They 
think of romantic jobs like be- 
ing a policeman or driving a lo- 
comotive. Well, it’s about time 
tke boys got wise to themselves, 
fox being a statistician can be 
very glamorous. Take the case 
of Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, who 
has just’ retired as statistician 
for the Prudential Life Insur- 
ance Company, after forty-one 
years of service. 


He has investigated such large 
things as Germany, such inti- 
mate things as what goes on in 
the lungs of a glass-blower. He 
bas covered “murder as an art,” 
earthquake possibilities, the pros- 
pects of the Negro race, malaria, 
cancer, the printing trades, Mex- 
ican Indians, health insurance, 
racial mixtures in Hawaii, and 
tornado frequencies. 


Of course, those are only a few 
of his accomplishments. In 1928 
he became very air-minded and 
flew all over the United States, 
Canada and Mexico to discover 
the intensity of flying risks. Be- 
sides this, he has flown a good 
deal in Germany and Russia to 
compare the condition of flying 
with those of this country. 

Dr. Hoffman was born in Ger- 
many and received his education 
there, so that when he went 
there in 1924 he was able to 
make an unusually penetrating 
report. He declared that Ger- 
many could not possibly succeed 
with a democratic form of gov- 
ernment. The idea was that the 
German mind had been so train- 
ed to discipline that it could not 
live in a democratic atmosphere. 
He predicted Germany would re- 
vert to a monarchy or experience 
some extreme form of reaction. 
How well this prophecy has been 
borne out we all know.- 

Dr. Hoffman is one of those 
small, birdlike men who are off 
at the touch of the hat. He is in 
a continuous state of action, and 
it is to be wondered what he 
means by retirement. We'll bet 
he keeps on with statistics.

Child Contradicts to 
Get at Truth

Your friend is quite 
right also in saying that the 
growing independence of woman- 
hood must be taken into consid- 
eration.
